SUBJECT: AWARD REQUIREMENTS CONTRACTS FOR CONCESSIONAIRE SERVICES AT
THREE CITY PARK SITES.

RECOMMENDATION
Staff recommends that the City Council approve the awarding of requirements cantracts to three local vendors
to provide food and beverage service at Regional Sports Complex, Lions Skate Park and Todd Beamer Park.

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY
The Request for Proposal (RFP) was issued to solicit proposals to provide quality food and beverage products
for sale at one or more specified City park sites. Proposers had the option {o bid on one or more of the three

regional parks and twelve neighborhood park sites listed.

Based upon staff's review of the three proposals received in response to the RFP, staff recommends that City
Council approve the awarding of one year contracts with up to two (2) one year extensions to Java Joe
(Regional Sports Complex), Sno-Ball Express {(Todd Beamer Park), and Tropical Island (Lions Skate Park).

BACKGROUND _
Specifications were prepared and a Notice inviting Bids was published in the Business Journal on February 13,
2013 and posted on the City's website. Bid specifications were distributed to six {6) prospective bidders.

Three (3) bid proposals were received and publicly opened on March 18, 2013. The three proposals were from
the following: (1) Java Joe for Regional Sports Complex at $400 per month, (2) Sno-Ball Express for Todd
Beamer Park at $300 per month, and (3) Tropical Island for Lions Skate Park at $300 per month. Each vendor
has an established relationship with the PARCS Department. The proposals were reviewed and evaluated by
staff and all three proposers were found to be qualified for contracts.

FISCAL IMPACT
Up to $12,000 of revenue will be received from the three Concessionaires on an annual basis. All revenues
received will be used for maintenance in the parks.

The proposer bid $300 per month for the only
site at Lions Skale Park for an annual {otal of $3,600.
